-B-29s Flying Nonstop

WASHINGTON, Sept. 18.—(UP)—Three mammoth B-29 Super. 
fortresses, carrying topflight American military personnel, roared 
away from Mizutani airfield on Hokkaido island in nvrthern Japan 
today in an attempted 6,500-mile nonstop flight to Washington—the 
Jongest hop in history and measuring a quarter of the way around the 


world. 


Aboard and each in co:nmand of one of the sky giants were Lt. Gen. 
Barney M. Giles, deputy commander of the WU S. Strategic Air Forces 
in the Pacific; Maj. Gen. Curtis E. LeMay, chief of staff of the same 
forces, and Brig. Gen. Emmett O’Donnell, commander of the 20th Air 


Forces’ 73d Bombing Wing. 


The planes rolied down the big concrete runway of Mizutani air- 
drome and were airborne on their unprecedented flight at 3:01, 3:05 
and 3:20 p. m. Atlanta time. They hoped to land at Washington Na- 
tional Airport 25% hours later—or about 4:30 p. m. (C. W. T.) to 


morrow. 


Ironically, Mizutani airfield reportedly was built by the Japs for 
the express purpose of sending four-engine bombers on one-way sui- 
cide missions against San Francisco, Seattle and other west coast cities. 

It is one of the few fields in Japan affording long, concrete run- 
ways necessary for B-29 takeoffs. And, presumably, the Americans

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have flown if their grandiose plan had materialized. 

The War Department, in announcing the historic flight, said it is 
“a concrete example of the current and future potentialities of air- 
power,” 

The 6,500-mile jump, which will approximate the great circle route, 
is almost 300 miles farther than the longest nonstop flight on record— 
the comparatively slow 6,235 miles flown by three Russian airmen 
from Moscow to San Jacinto, Cal., in July, 1937. The Russians, M. 
Gromov, A. Yumachev and S. Danilin required 62 hours and 2 min- 
utes for their hop. 

The longest U. S. Army flight is the recent B-29 hop from Iwo Jima 
to Spokane, Wash., a distance of 5,490 miles, covered in 23 hours and 
33 minutes. A C-54 transport plane recently flew from Tokyo to Wash- 
ington in 31 hours and 25 minutes, but stopped for refueling in Alaska 
and Seattle. 

The Superfortresses’ exact flight plan is subject to change because 
of weather. They are expected to follow the great circle route over 
the Kuriles and the Aleutians, southern Alaska, the Canadian Rockies 
and into the United States near Duluth, Minn. 

With good weather, they planned to fly over Nome, Fairbanks and 
Yukon territory for an estimated 6,509 miles. An alternate southern 
route would touch Kiska, Adak, Dutch Harbor, Seward, Juneau and

Epes in the hospital after 
he had allegedly attempted to take 
his life. ; 

Epes told him at first, Richart 
testified, that he had invited pret- 
ty Nelson Kingsland, who worked 
in a Lake Charles, La., war plant, 
to his hotel room “for a drink.” 
ADMITS LYING ON BED 

But under further questioning, 
Epes admitted that “he did lie 
down on the bed and he thought 
maybe she had taken her shoes 
off,” Richart said. 

“When I pointed out to him 
that they had registered as man 
and wife,” the Army officer said 
that Epes broke down and ad- 
mitted that they had “slept to- 
gether” during the Christmas 
rendezvous, 

Miss Kingsland, a member of 
2 socially prominent Mississippi 
family, removed her clothes and 
put on a night gown, Richart 
quoted Epes’ admission to him, 

“Epes told me that he had been 
trying to ditch her,” Richart con- 
tinued. “I told him that accord- 
ing to my information, he had 
written hér 56 letters in 42 days 
and that this was a peculiar way 
to ditch a woman.” 

Today’s session. of the trial 
broke up in disorder with the 
greying and grief-stricken mother 
of the dead girl screaming con- 
vulsively through bitter tears: 

“He ground my lovely daughter 
into the dirt under his heels.” 
LED FROM STAND 

A murmur ran through the 
packed room and court was re- 
cessed for the night as Mrs. T. G. 
Williams was led from the witness 
stand, followed by her husband 
who had testified just before her. 

Williams, a small, grey-haired 
man, his face drawn with strain 
and emotion, testified that their 
daughter was a “happy normal 
girl” whose married life to Epes 
apparently had “been most 
happy.” 

It was the second major tragedy 
to overtake the Williams in a life- 
time. Their son was killed in an 

irplane crash in England. 

‘Williams said Epe. telephoned 
him last Jan. 30, two days after 
reporting to police that his wife 
Was missing, and tried to calm 
their anxiety. ‘“‘There’s no use in 
' your coming,” he quoted Epes, 
“I’m doing all I can.” 

But the Williams jumped into a 
car and sped to Columbia, staying 
at their. son-in-law’s apartment. 
He described Epes’ attitude then 
as “splendid.”

Russell said that trial of the 
Emperor “will strip him of the 
false divinity with which he has 
been cloaked and the Japanese 


people can see how’ they have 
been duped in having sacrificed 
themselves for a power-seeking 
tyrant posing as a god.” 

As for Hirohito’s guilt, Russell 
said that as supreme commander 
of the Japanese army and navy 
the Emperor never had halted any 
move by the militarists to plunder 
and kill. 

“When the Japanese soldiers 
stuck their bayonets in the bellies 
of wounded Marines, they shout-

Engineers Call River

Navigation of the Chattahoochee river, a project designed to make Atlanta a centet 
of waterborne commerce, has taken a long step forward with the report of noted engineers 
affirming the economic feasibility of such traffic between Atlanta and Columbus. 

The engineers made their reports yesterday to United States Army engineers at a 


meeting held in the assembly hall of the chamber of commerce.

Atlanta and other cities in the Chattahoochee river basin joined the engineers in urging

engineers, C. V. Davis, vice president of Frederick R. Harris, 


Inc., the engineering firm employed by Atlanta and Fulton county to make the survey, 


estimated that a minimum ‘ton-' 


nage of two and one-half million 
a year would accrue to the port 
of Atlanta. This tonnage, he said, 
would result in a savings of $3,- 
000,000 a year in freight charges. 
The maximum tonnage, he esti- 
mated, might greatly exceed the 
minimum estimate, with a conse- 
quent increase in freight rate 
savings. 

GOODRICH’S STATEMENT 


Ernest P. Goodrich, noted con- 
sulting engineer, of New York 
City, confirmed the opinion of the 
Davis organization and said: 

“This exhaustive study resulted 
in the recommendation that the 
improvement of the Chattahoochee 
river to Atlanta by creating a nine- 
foot channel for water transporta- 
tion is justified.” :

Clean Up or Close Up 


Following a series of Constitution edi- 
torials calling attention to unsanitary con- 
ditions prevalent in. too many .local eating 
places, Councilman John T. Marler has in- 
troduced a proposed city ordinance pro- 
viding for more stringent regulation of 
local restaurants. 


The proposed ordinance is in line with 
the code of the United States Public Health 
Service and would require frequent in- 
spection and grading of all establishments 
serving food. This method has been dem- 
onstrated to be most effective over a pe- 
riod of vears in numerous cities, many not 
otherwise nearly as progressive as Atlanta. 


In. all fairness to local: restaurateurs, 
there has been some excuse for a lower- 
ing of standards during the war years. 
Competent help has been difficult to ob- 


tain and equipment necessary to the mod- 
ernization of service departments has been 
diverted to military use. 


With the war ended and help and ma- 
terial again becoming available, the war- 
time alibis are no longer acceptable. 


The city should pass the drafted sani- 
tation proposals with due alacrity and 
then set about securing health inspectors 
capable of enforcing them. 


Rigid regulations must be laid down 
and stern methods taken to preserve the 
public health. 


Clean up or close up will have to be 
the watchword if we are to make any last- 
ing inroads on the filth which charac- 
terizes too great a proportion of our public 
eating places. 


We Think So, Too, Senator Russell 


While all have rejoiced that Japan was 
made to surrender without further loss 
of American and Allied lives, there has 
been a feeling of restlessness that things 
were going too easily for Japan, that for 
some reason this nation of murderers and 
torturers, lacking even the few refinements 
of the Germans, was having things too 
easily. 


Yesterday Senator Richard B. Russell, 
of Georgia, arose on the floor of the United 
States senate to denounce the “easy” peace 
and to demand the arrest of the emperor. 


This followed indications from General 
MacArthur that within six months Japan 
- would be virtually turned back to the em- 


peror and whatever government he wished. 
Certainly in no such time could there be 
established the reforms and democratic 
procedures demanded by the Potsdam 
agreement. 


The emperor, says the senator, is let- 
ting Japan tell the world that he, the em- 
peror, did the Allies a great favor by sur- 
rendering. 


We do not know the full story, or the 
complete plans. Censorship has been aban- 
doned and: the nation has a right to know. 


Until we do know we cannot but agree 
with Senator Russell. | 


Let us be sure that Japan is defeated 


and that she has no doubts about it. 


Voting Machines for Atlanta 


Atlanta’s city council has instructed 
Purchzsing Agent Lloyd A. Walker to 
secure bids on voting machines to replace 
haphazard methods of handling local elec- 


tions. 


Such machines are already in use in 
the majority of other cities in the nation 


and, without exception, have proved 
splendid safeguards of electoral integrity. 


The initial cost may seem relatively 
high. But, over a period of a very few 
years, they will pay for themselves in re- 
duced election expenses. Besides, the in- 
surance against voting irregularities which 
they bring is a bargain at any price. 


Great News From the River Survey 


With many river ports already doing 
greater shipping volumes than large ocean 
harbors, plus the growing possibility of 
eonnecting most of the inland states with 
the sea by. systems of river channels, the 
report of yesterday concerning Atlanta and 
the Chattahoochee is of great interest. 


Civil and Army engineers have report- 
ed. after an exhaustive survey, that a 
nine-foot channel from Columbus to At- 
lanta would be practical and profitable. 
An estimated two and one-half million 
tons of freight a year would move on the 
river at savings of $3,000,000 annually. 


Atlanta already has lost many indus- 
tries, especially those involving grains, 


asphalts and other materials more suited 
for river shipment, because she was not 
on the inland waterways system. 


The engineers say without doubt that 
many industries would be attracted to At- 
Janta if the river port were available. 


This is part of the future. It is a system 
already in practical existence. In some 
areas it has been long in existence. 


This is not a time for quibbling or lack 
of vision. 


The Army and civil engineers say it 
is practical. 


Let us bend every effort, every en- 
thusiasm to getting the job done.

Common Sense 
Plan for Alcoholics 


Alabama recently established a committee to 
set up, under the direction of the medical schoo! 
and the state mental hospital, a clinic for the 

study and treatment of alcoholics. 

It is the first state to so act. Others will follow. 

Yale University has been given a large endowment for, and 
has established, a foundation for the study of alcoholism. There is 
a probability this foundation will set up clinics in communities 
interested to the extent of co-operating for the study of this medi- 
cal problem. 

Alcoholism is itself not a disease, but without doubt is the 
Symptom of a mental condition, a neurosis which may take many 
forms. 

It is interesting, and at the same time a sad commentary, on 
our civilization, that we cannot discuss the problem calmly. 

Certainly no one can “defend” liquor or excessive use of it. 
It cannot be said that liquor ever did anyone any good. But, at 
the same time, the task of controlling the problem has been handi- 
capped by thinking of it in terms of “sin” rather than in terms of 
a social problem, and in terms of prohibition rather than increas- 
ingly rigid control and education. 

We once tried to eliminate the problem of adultery by branding 
the person determined guilty with an “A” on the forehead. Haw- 
thorne’s famous “Scarlet Letter” is based on that fact. We have 
tried various methods with controlling social problems, including, 
even, the problem of debt. We once jailed those who could not 
pay their debts. We still jail men who cannot pay their divorced 
wives court-fixed alimony fees. 


: Federal Judge Marvin Underwood, in a re- 
Jail Sentences cent publit address, discussed the probation 
system, In recommending it for first-time offenders he said society 
ought properly to determine whether or not the present system 
prevented crime or prepared a man to take a place in society. 

We have seen for centuries the parade of drunks before the 
police courts of this and other nations. The habitual drunks come 
with the regularity of men on schedule. They serve their time and 
return for another sentence. 

Certainly these jail and workhouse camps do not solve the drink 
habit, remove it, or fit the person for a place in a sober society. 
They are no more a solution than branding the forehead with 
has = Ae 

Whatever the poor devil is he is not a “sinner.” 

The queer notion also prevails that the habitual alcoholic has 
“fun”: that he derives from his excesses some joy and hilarity 
which is denied to good, sober persons. 

Nothing could be farther from the truth or the realities. Un- 
less it be the sufferings of a drug addict, there is no suffering like 
that of an alcoholic, especially that of one who has occupied a 
position of culture and refinement. To him is added an extra share 
of mental suffering to go along with the physical. 

A great many alcoholics will never be cured. But thousands. 
over the nation, have been restored to a sober, productive life by 
the Alcoholics Anonymous organization. It uses religion, psychia- 
try and common sense. There must be a greater power beyond 
the man himself. How to make the man accept it is the problem. 
Too often about all a minister approached by an alcoholic can 
do is say, “Brother, you need the help of the Lord.” Now, the 
poor devil knew that when he went. Prayer is fine, but the 
success of Alcoholics Anonymous, which is the first success in all 
the long history of alcoholism, demonstrates the fact that men drink 
habitually to excess because of a neurosis. They need prayer plus 
an active desire to escape the drink habit. 

This organization will tell us that prohibition isn’t the remedy. 
The great trouble about the liquor problem is, and has been, that 
those who talked the most about it knew the least about it. This 
subject, too, is one that is difficult to discuss. There are fanatics 
on both sides. But the person who can view the problem objectively 
knows that passing a law solves few problems. 

A person who sincerely is against prohibition is 
“for” liquor, or in defense of it. 

He simply recognizes the fact that once such a law is passed— 
and the record in this country was the same as that in Norway 
which tried prohibition—the tendency is to say, “Enforce the law’’— 
rather than “Attack the problem.” 

Incidentally, if you have someone in your family who is an 
alcoholic and who recognizes that fact, contact your local Alco- 
holics Anonymous chapter. They are doing, with a percentage of 
alcoholics, what no one else ever did before—pulling them out of 
it and restoring them to society. If your city does not have one 
contact the national organization or one in a neighboring city.

The Port of Atlanta 
May Yet Be Realized 


Perhaps civic Atlanta has more or less con- 
trolled her tendency to brag.

Perhaps it is because Atlanta now is more adult, realizing there is 
less need for civic boasting. That the growth and development 
of the city: speaks for it. 

Or, perhaps, it is just that we have become more subtle in our 
civic self-admiration. 

I am reminded, however, of. an ancient sneer-gag some other, 
slightly envious cities, used to -fling at Atlanta’s devoted head. It 
referred to the ancient Atlanta dream oP a navigable Chattahoochee, 
making of this city an inland waterway port. 

“If Atlanta would lay a pipe to the coast and suck as hard as 
she blows, she’d have the Atlantic ocean at her doorstep over- 


night,” said the wagsters. 

: There came to this desk this week a folder 
It Is Feasible bearing the imprint of the Atlanta Freight 
Bureau. It contained a lot of information about the status of that 
ancient dream. Reading it, you get the idea it is a dream which 
may well become a fact in the not too distant future. 

This folder states Army engineers have made the physical sur- 
veys and that plans for making the Chattahoochee a nine-foot-deep 
inland waterway are complete. It was required Atlanta show 
there will be sufficient paying commerce on such a waterway to 
justify the expenditure of the money necessary to provide such a 
channel. An engineering firm, employed by the city of Atlanta 
and the county of Fulton, has made a thorough survey of com- 
merce available for movement over the waterway. The result of 
this survey has been filed with the Army engineers. <« 

If you’d like to see such a navigable Chattahoochee, the best 
thing you can do, if you are engaged in business or commerce, is 
to see that your potential usage of such water transportation is 
included in a final analysis. Suggest, if you are a potential cus- 
tomer for river boats or barges, you get in touch with the Atlanta 
Freight Bureau.

Sas The plan for a navigable Chattahoochee in- 
Series of Locks volves construction of some nine or ten locks 
between Roswell and the junction with the Apalachicola river. 
Also, construction of impounding and storage dams above Atlanta. 

It is obvious the development, when completed ,will bring with 
it many advantages beside low-cost transportation for commerce. 

W. Zode Smith, general manager of the Atlanta waterworks, 
says it is almost essential to the future growth of Atlanta. The 
city draws its water supply from the Chattahoochee. At Atlanta's 
present rate of growth the river flow will suffice for about another 
ten years. If Atlanta is to become the metropolis with a million 
population, which she can become, more water is imperative. Well, 
the Chattahoochee project will double the average annual flow, 
through the impounding and storage dams included in the plans, 

What is more, the Chattahoochee would no longer be the red, 
muddy stream of today. It would be a river of clear water; erosion 
of adjacent iands would be halted and the precious topsoil, now 
draining away into the gulf, would be kept on the land where it 


is so valuable for crops. 

The creation of a great series of lakes, all through 
Recreation the Chattahoochee valley, would provide recrea- 
tional and sport facilities hitherto unknown here. Boating, fishing, 
swimming would be a delight. There would be public parks aiong 
the waterways and lovely residential sections along the shore lines. 

The scenic glories of the river are little known today to our 
people, because of difficulty of access. When the river becomes an 
artery of traffic, these would be revealed to all. Can’t you picture 
river cruise ships providing cool weekend cruises, with stops at 


various points? 
With such a channel it would be easy for 

To All the World cargo ships, loaded at Atlanta, to carry 
their freight, without reshipment, anywhere in the world. A new, 
fast, four-engine type of cargo ship of 1,000-ton capacity, is about 
to be put into service. It could steam to Atlanta, up a nine-foot 
channel, go anywhere in the world, to any port of similar draft. 

River barges have, in recent years, been modernized. They 
move far faster, along the inland waterways, than in the past. They 
are equipped with water-tight compartments and with refrigeration. 

There is another factor. Air travel and air cargo movement. 
We have read, recently, much of plans for development of local 
airports. All these, however, are for land planes. A _ navigable 
Chattahoochee would make easy the creation of a river airport for 
seaplane traffic. Glenn L. Martin, one of the leaders in air trans- 
portation, believes the seaplane will have an important role in 
expansion of air transportation. Many inland cities are already 
projecting seaplane ports on lake or river. 

All in all, there are tremendous advantages for Atlanta—and 
for all the cities of the Chattahoochee valley, in this river project.

You May Be Here, 
Yourself, Some Day 


The most sensible recommendation concern- 
ing the Milledgeville State hospital came from 
| an insane patient while the legislative investi- 
gating committee was visiting the mental hospital the other day. 
The solons smiled at first, but when the full significance of the 
insane woman's remarks hit them it caused them to stop and think 
Her remark preys on their minds today as they study the hospital 
administration’s request for a six-and-one-half-million-dollar build- 
ing and improvement program. More concerned with improving 
the hospital for the comfort of the patients than with merely being 
spectators at a mental sideshow, the legislators paid scant heed to 
the gibberings of the crazed persons. Then they passed this patient 
In the hallway, and she cautioned them: 
‘Better look it over good; you may be here yourself some day.” 
Rep. Dave Arnold, of Griffin, said this sent a personal chill 
up the spines of the investigators who had just looked at a num- 


ber of fire traps where patients are confined. 

: To send this personal chill to the people of 
To Chill Others Georgia so that money can be spent to build 
decent dormitories for these patients is the aim of Co-Chairman Bill 
Freeman, of Forsyth. Having become a crusader for the improve- 
ment of the state hospital after inspecting it this summer, the 
senator is anxious to have the people of Georgia have his experi- 
ences so they, too, will want to help the hospital. Speaking to the 
combined civic clubs of Milledgeville, Sen. Freeman urged that 
civic clubs visit the state hospital. He said the legislature, in full, 
should visit it. He said it is too bad that everybody in Georgia 
can't go there and see the needs of the hospital. 

“You are keeping your insane daughters and insane mothers in 
places you wouldn't think of keeping your sane daughters and 
mothers,’ Freeman charged the people of Georgia. “If the civic 
clubs saw the needs of the hospital and yelled them out, they 
might get the response from the people to remedy the situation.” 


Legislature Coming? Rep. Marion Ennis, of Baldwin, who 


has long fought for the improvement 
of the state hospital in his home town, was very glad to see such 
warm converts among the probing committee. He has always be- 
lieved that if the legislature and the people knew the true condi- 
tions, they wouldn’t hesitate to act to correct them. (Incidentally, 
Ennis and the committee said the only thing wrong with the state 
hospital was lack of money; they al! paid high tribute to the im- 
provements made during the administration of State Welfare Direc- 
tor A. J. Hartley and Hospital Superintendent Y. H. Yarbrough.) 
“When the legislature convenes in January, I will ask that the 
full membership visit the state hospital,” Ennis said. Gov. Arnall 
extended such an invitation to the general assembly when it con- 
vened earlier this vear, but the legislature, hurrying to adjourn in 
record time, delegated its invitation to a committee. 


Speaking of smart comments made at Milledgeville, the president 
of the Junior Chamber of Commerce made a humdinger. Welcom- 
ing the legislative investigators to town, Dr. Robert Rogers said: 
“You came here to investigate the state hospital, and we welcome 
you; but really, I think the people of Georgia instead of the hospital 
should be investigated. The hospital is doing all right with the 
money it has.” 

And, speaking of inspecting, Welfare Director Hartley picked 
up so many good ideas from other southern mental institutions he 
visited with the legislative committee that he is going to ask the 
Milledgeville hospital medical staff pay special visits to hospitals in 


other states. 

? Here’s how the investigating legislators feel: 
What About It: Sen. Jesse Baggett, of Lawrenceviile: “If 
this committee gets the appropriation it is going to recommend, 
Milledgeville State hospital will become a model institution” 

Rep. Wayne Hinson, of Waycross: “If recommendations are all 
that is needed from us, Milledgeville hospital will become a model 
hospital—because we are going to make plenty of recommenda- 
tions.” 

Rep. Ben Fortson, of Wilkes: “Improvements will take money. 
Until the citizens are willing to sacrifice a little money, we will 
continue to have poor institutions.” 

Rep. Arnold: “I don’t believe any red-blooded Georgian can 
be against contributing in taxes to build the state mental hospital 
into one of the best. I, for one, am willing to do whatever is 
necessary to build it into one which you would be willing to send 
your relatives.” 

In a few days these investigators will write their formal report. 
The legislature can either use it to build a good hospital, or file 
it away to gather dust with other reports.

Asahi, morning daily highly- 
regarded by Japanese _  intellec- 
tuals, was the first newspaper to 
feel the wrath of censors who 
moved into Tokyo offices only 
after the press persisted in pub- 
lishing inflammatory stories. 

The newspaper was a model 
with the rest of the press yester- 
day morning in condemning the 
“regretful atrocities” committed 
by Japanese on helpless prisoners, 
and accusing the military of start- 
ing the war. 

But for three days previously, 
MacArthur’s headquarters charg- 
ed, it had been scoffing off the 
atrocity stories and accusing the 
United States itself of violating in- 
ternational law by unleashing the 
atomic bomb. 

Asahi in one editorial said the 
atrocity report was put out to 
overshadow Japanese press re- 
ports of outrages “committed by 
some of the American soldiers in 
Japan.” 

Army authorities have never 
been able to substantiate such re- 
ports, and have styled them prop- 
aganda. 

Another editorial declared the 
United States “cannot deny” that 
the atomic bomb “and attacks on 
hospital ships are violations of in- 
ternational law more than the use 
of poison gas.” 

It asserted the United States 
should awaken “‘to a sense of com- 
pensation for their acts and their 
responsibility for reconstruction.” 

The rest of the Tokyo newspa- 
pers yesterday lashed out at Tojo 
and other warmakers, accepted 
MacArthur’s recent desicn-tion of 
Japan as a fourth-rate nation, and 
deplored atrocities and those re- 
sponsible.

NEW YORK, Sept. 18.—(4)—The nylon hosiery dream 
suffered a setback today. 

The National Association of Hosiery Manufacturers said 
that even with predicted production of 3,500,000 dozen pairs 
by Christmas, less than one pair per woman would be avail- 
able by that time. 

Besides that, rayons are likely to be in shorter supply by 
the turn of the year than ever with overall hosiery stocks 
lower than at any time since the war began. 

During the war the rayon industry operated under a War 
Production Board allocation order providing hosiery manu- 
facturers with rayon yarn equalling a large percentage of the 
poundage of nylon and silk yarn they received in 1941. 

That order expires Sept. 30, and rayon producers have 
indicated they plan to divert most of that yarn to their normal 
peacetime customers, the fabric weavers. 

If that is done, supplies will be smaller until nylon pro- 
duction for hosiery catches up with the normal poundage used 
by the industry. 

The hosiery association said it probably would be late spring 
or early summer before women could be sure of getting nylons 
and that rayon probably would have to supplement nylon sup- 
plies “for at least a year more”
